Phone Hong, Laos, where he lives with his wife, Ann, 
and their two young sons. Perhaps the secret of their 
success in awakening the interest arid gaining the trust 
of the villagers is Hint the American Waggoners have 
become very nine}) a part of the community itself. 


Waggoner has been sent to Phone I long by A.I.D. 


(U.S. Agency for International Development) w'th a 
message and a mission—to develop and apply the con- 
cept ol self-help: not to give assistance on a unilateral 
basis, but rather to encourage the villagers to want 
change and then show them how they can achieve 
change themselves. The aim is to motivate them to 
grow more and better food, educate (heir children, im- 
prove communications, health and sanitation and to 
organize themselves for community action. 


Active>:persuasum. and example, great patience ami 


tinderstandfng are required of the specialist advisor 
who is assigned to work with Laotian villagers. In ad- 
dition to living among them, learning the language as 
Waggoner has done helps enormously. In the words of 
a Lao elder, Waggoner "has learned to pull the strings 
of the heart with our language." 


The Waggoners' lives have touched the Laos' en 


many levels. They introduced their neighbors to dec- 
orated Christmas trees. Ann Waggoner has nursed a 
village bain when its own mother was ill and unable 
to. Their children, treated as village children, are safe 
anywhere, \\ith or without their parents. Any village 
mother is their mother, too. 


Schools, roads, bridges, wells, dispensaries and agri- 


culture arc gi\cn due attention ami practical assist- 
ance. Hut "II is moic important to change minds than 
build bridges," sa\.s Waggoner. And his contribution to 
that is his first priority.

-Trout Uniimrted h/s«'t 
reached the stature <Hf Ite 
duck organisation yet, but it 
will." 
Prime target for «w troul 
peoolc are some Danish fish- 
ermen who slaughter Atlan- 
tic salmon in their spawning 
waters and dams that block 
the return of trout and sal- 
mon and steelheads. 


Crosby's contribution is 


fairly natural. "1 make radio 
and television spots trying 
to get m e m b e r s to con- 
tribute." he said. "This kind 
of work takes money. Ducks 
Unlimited, for example, is 
very e x p e n s i v e . Moving 
equipment moves earth to 
create feeding habitats, but 
only money moves moving 
equipment. 


Crosby says wildlife con- 


servation is not just his fa- 
vorite charity. 


"There is a 
g r o w i n g 


awareness of the importance 
of wildlife conservation 
in 


America." he said. "It's a 
source of happiness many 
people, including me, treas- 
ure. It's certainly something 
worth protecting."

Drop the Jargon 
and Tell the Score

LOS ANGELES — (NEA) 


— Ever listen to those tele- 
vision p l a y - b y - p l a y 
announcers, who tell you that 
the defensive halfback is ex- 
ecuting a buttonhook, single- 
reverse, o v e r h e a d 
cam 


maneuver and watch his left 
shoulder the next time the 
passer fakes a Statue of Lib- 
erty play? And then forgets 
to mention the score for 20 
minutes? 


Suddenly, there's a big in- 


flux of that type — the ex-pro 
who thinks he has to be so 
technical every minute. And 
Tom Harmon, the first big- 
time athlete to become a 
sportscaster, doesn't like it 
any more than you do. 


"They're supertechnical," 


the old Michigan running 
back says. "They use jargon 
that just confuses the pub- 
lic." 


Harmon says that a man 


who has been an athlete has 
an advantage as a sports- 
caster — "He has a second 
sense of what's happening, 
and therefore can call some- 
thing quicker"—but he must 
also be able to talk well. 


"He should be trained in 


radio or TV work," he says. 
"He has to be able to pick 
out just the things that will 
Interest the public, and leave 
the rest behind." 


He singles out Pat Sum- 


merall and Paul Christman 
as "head 
and shoulders" 


above the other old pros who 
are telecasting football to- 
day. 


He himself does not do 


play-by-play now. He has his 
own unit, with its own stu- 
dio and mobile studio, that 
puts together a daily AHC 
radio show, plus some tele- 
vision and film work as well. 
They go all over, following 


play rights and refused to let 
Harmon and his team inter- 
view the golfers. Harmon 
doesn't deny the network's 
right to buy the play-by-play, 
but says that's all they can 
buy. 


"No network owns the 


right to news," he says. 
"They can sell the play-by- 
play rights to NBC or CBS or 
ABC, but as a working news- 
man I should be able to cover 
the event before or after. 
They are, in effect, restrain- 
ing my livelihood. They could 
buy the rights to a political 
convention or a war, and no- 
body else could report it, if 
this principle keeps up." 


Harmon, who was working 


on a jigsaw puzzle (it's how 
he relaxes) and eating a box 
of cookies as he talked, is 
obviously a man who feels 
things strongly. 


Among his other angers at 


the moment: 


• "I had hoped to live 


long enough to see sports- 
casting judged on the basts 
of talent. But I don't think 
I'll make it. What it's judged 
on today is cliques, friend- 
ships, sponsor associations. 
Not talent." 


• "Sportseaslers arc mis- 


treated, financially. A net- 
work will pay $200,000 for a 
special featuring, say, Jack 
Benny. And he'll keep close 
to 40 per cent of that. But 
take a big sports event like 
a Rose Bowl. Maybe the net- 
work will pay a million and 
a half. If the sportscaster 
gets 
$1,000, 
the network 


screams that he's overpaid." 


• "They w o n ' t let a 


sportscaster on the board of 
AFTKA (the radio-television 
union). They let a dancer and 
an actor and a singer, but for 
some reason there has never 
been a sportscaster."

NEW YORK - (NEA) — 


Most of Bing Crosby's inter- 
ests in sports are certainly 
no secret. 


Everybody has w a t c h e d 


Crosby and Bob Hope slan- 
der each other's golf game 
on television. 
Everybody 


knows Bing has his own pro- 
am tournament at Pebble 
Beach. And nearly every- 
body is aware that Crosby is 
a part-owner of the Pitts- 
burgh Pirates baseball club. 


Until recently, however, 


few persons knew of his ex- 
treme interest—and activity 
—in conservation of wild- 
life. This s u r p r i s e s some 
people—a big-name movie 
star-singer like Bing Crosby 
being interested in birds and 
fish.
